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Judge Oakley Announces Bid for Re- election 


Judge Brian A. Oakley of the 34th 
District Court has formally announced 
his intention to seek re-election in 
November 2004. Oakley was first elect- 
ed to the court — which serves the cities 
of Belleville and Romulus as well as the 
townships of Huron, Sumpter, and Van 
Buren — in November 1998, and is cur- 
rently completing his first term on the 
bench. 

"Judge Oakley has served the 
people of our area with distinction since 
January 1999," said State Senator Ray- 
mond E. Basham, who has already an- 
nounced his support for Oakley's sec- 
ond term. : 

"As an innovator who constantly 
seeks a better 'mousetrap,'" Basham 
continued, "Judge Oakley has been in- 
strumental in the implementation of sev- 
eral new programs at the court. These 
programs include the Juvenile Justice 
Program, which allows many youthful 
offenders to be closely monitored |o- 
cally, rather than having cases sent 
downtown to an overburdened County 
Juvenile Program. 

"Judge Oakley, along with area edu- 
cators, has also developed an at-court 
suspension. program. This program al- 
lows schools and parents to ‘sentence’ 


~ achild to a day in court when the only 


other alternative is a suspension from 


school and a ‘free’ day at home." 

Oakley feels that, as ahusbandand 
father, he understands the many prob- 
lems faced by today's families. 

"| always encourage youthful offend- 
ers to stay in school and work hard," the 
judge noted. "Education is the key that 
opens-life's doors. | am constantly tell- 
ing kids that more education equals 
greater opportunities." 

Oakley also believes that courtroom 
observers soon notice that he truly cares 
about people and their problems. 

"| treat everyone with respect and 
dignity," he explained. "Any of us can 
make mistakes and have bad things 
happen in our lives. But | cannot abide 
a liar or someone who will not try to 
improve their situation." 

This philosophy, Oakley says, is a 


simple one that comes out repeatedly in 


court. 

“Take care of business; do what 
you have to do to stay out of trouble and 
work toward your goals," he stated. "Do 
that, and life stays simple — not easy, 
maybe, but simple." 

Joining Bashamin his endorsement 
of Oakley are anumber of other elected 
officials, unions, and law-enforcement 
groups. According to Oakley, his sup- 
porters include State Senator Bruce 
Patterson; State Representatives Hoon-

Yung Hopgood, Philip LaJoy, and Kath- 
leen Law; and council/board represen- 
tatives from each of the five communi- 
ties within the court's jurisdiction, as 
well as the Michigan Police Officers 
Association and various local POAs. 

"Although this is anonpantisan elec- 
tion, Judge Oakley's support spans both 
party lines," said Basham. “Obviously, 
this is a vote of confidence for a job well 
done." O 





City Refutes Allegations of $7-million Debt

A March 16 Detroit News article 
alleging that Romulus owes the State of 
Michigan as much as $7 million in back 
taxes drew sharp criticism from City 
officials attending the March 22 meeting 
of the Romulus City Council. 

The article — which stated, in part, 
"The city is negotiating a settlement for 
$2.5 million in state tax revenues that 
the city mistakenly spent on local devel- 
opment projects" — was roundly dis- 
missed as "grossly inaccurate." 

CPA Frank Audia, representing the 
City's auditing firm of Plante & Moran, 
PLLC, addressed the Councilregarding 
the article's assertions. 

"The issue involves Tax Increment 
Finance monies," began Audia, who 
explained that the law regarding these 
funds changed with the passage of Pro- 
posal A in 1994. "[The law] essentially 
said that your Tax Increment districts 
can only capture school taxes if you 


have an eligible obligation outstanding. 
Effectively what that means is if you've 
issued bonded debt — if your TIFA [Tax 
Increment Finance Authority] has or your 
DDA [Downtown Development Author- 
ity] has — then you can keep the school 
taxes, but only up tothat amount. That's 
all that you're entitled to keep. And ... 
Romulus did that. 

"Beginning in 1998, the amount of 
your capture began to exceed what the 
eligible debt obligation was," Audia con- 
tinued. "Romulus filed the appropriate 
reports with the State of Michigan, noti- 
fying the State what your captures were, 
what you were eligible to capture, and 
what the difference was. 

"Romulus has always maintained 
thatit had additional monies thatneeded 
to be returned, and those monies were 
always, always segregated from the 
operating funds of the TIFAs, escrowed 
forthe day when the State and Romulus 
could agree how those monies should 


be returned,” said Audia. “! have with 
me tonight the audit reports, dating back 
to 1998, which show that the money 
was in your bank account and the liabil- 
ity was on your balance sheet." 

According to Audia, the: dispute 
began when Sharon Erwine, the State 
staff member then responsible for re- 
viewing the municipalities’ reports, in- 
correctly determined that Romulus owed 
$7 million rather than the $2.4 million 
calculated by the City. 

"All along, the City maintained that 
it owed approximately $2.4 million, and 
the matter could not be resolved," Audia 
explained. "[It] just went on and wenton 
and went on. 

"Well," he continued, “last year, 
Sharon Erwine retired and a new ad- 
ministration came into the Department 
of the Treasury, and the mandate of the 
new administration was to clean up these 
outstanding matters.”

City Receives Defibrillator Donation 


To the Editor: 

An automated external defibrillator, 
commonly called AED, was donated 
last month to the City of Romulus from 
Henry Ford Health System, in conjunc- 
tion with Medtronic and the American 
Heart Association. This unit will be 
placed in a first response vehicle. 

Why is this gift so important to your 
community? Every year in the United 
States, nearly 250,000 people die from 
sudden cardiac arrest.

The timely application of CPR and 
use of AEDs helps save thousands of 
lives each year in the United States.

When the new administration took 
office, said Audia, it contacted Romulus 
to resolve the dispute. 

"Last September, City staff and | 
were extended the invitation to partici- 
pate in a meeting in the Department of 
Treasury's office, where the determina- 
tion reports that were prepared by 
[Erwine] were the subject of discussion," 
stated Audia. "The new deputy state 
treasurer, Cynthia Faulhaber, quickly 
determined thatthe findings of the State 
were /ncorrect ... 

"Appropriately, she asked Romu- 
lus to do alittle bit more due diligence to 
bear out its case — and, in fact, that 
happened; we met with the Treasury 
again in the fall, and provided all of our 
information for their review ... In Janu- 
ary of 2004, the matter was presented to 
the State Tax Commission, who, in fact, 
decided that you were right: you only 
owed $2.4 million." 

Again, Audia assured the Council: 
"All that time, the money that the City 
had maintained — that it knew that it 
owed—was neverspenton any projects, 
was appropriately segregated, and good 
accounting was followed. ... If youcheck 
with the Department of Treasury, you 
will find those facts to be corroborated. 

"So," he concluded, "the [Detroit 
News] article, unfortunately, is grossly 
inaccurate." 

After receiving Audia's confirma- 
tion that the State has, indeed, been 
paid the $2.4 million owed, Councilman 
Michael Prybyla stated, "| want to thank 
you and the Treasurer's Office and 
[Romulus finance director] Debbie Hoff- 
man's office for doing more than their 


job in keeping these monies on the safe ~ 


side so that we didn't get into any trouble. 
| appreciate your work." 

Councilman LeRoy Burcroff added, 
"It makes me feel good that we have one 
very competent City staff to work with. ... 
When you get into situations like this ... 
we can't control what the papers are 
going to write. But if we do the right thing 
and we follow the law, the truthis always 
going to prevail." 

City Council Sends Environmental 
Resolution to Congress 

Other actions taken during the 
Council's March 22 meeting included 
the adoption of a resolution urging Con- 
gress to revisit the permitting process 
currently used by the Environmental 
Protection Agency. The motion was ini- 
tiated by Councilwoman Debbie Romak, 
who expressed her displeasure with the 
EPA's recent determination that Envi- 
ronmental Disposal Systems, Inc., can 
safely dispose of certain types of hazard- 
Ous waste in two deep injection wells in 
Romulus. 

"The EPA Region 5's decision ... 
was very disturbing, but not shocking," 
Romak said. "The EPA only considers 
scientific criteria upon issuing a permit. 


Our valid, legitimate concerns brought 
forth during the public hearings feli out- 
side of the EPA's review." 

Calling the EPA ruling "outrageous," 
she added, "[A] decision made without 
citizens’ input is not everin the public's 
bestinterest. Ourmessage to Congress 
should be that municipalities’ and citi- 
zens' concerns must become part ofthe 
EPA's review process. Public inputis as 
equally important as the required scien- 
tific criteria. ... 

"There still needs to be so much 
work done on the federal level to make 
sure that municipalities are included 
before a decision is made by the EPA," 
said the councilwoman. "I would like ... 
to send the message to Congress that 
we have to have the ability to take part; 
that this is bigger than the science and 
everything else." 

Romak's motion, seconded by 
Councilman Bill Wadsworth, was unani- 
mously adopted. 

Wadsworth "Disappointed" by Big 
Businesses’ Lack of Support 

Following Romulus High School 
senior Kristina Camilleri's discussion 
about.her recent efforts to raise funds 
toward anew city animal shelter, Coun- 
cilman Wadsworth expressedhis thanks 
to local students who have so enthusi- 
aStically supported his "pet project" — 
and reprehended big businesses that 
have not. 

"Of the five biggest [donation] 
checks that we've taken in," said Wads- 
worth, "| believe that three of them have 
come out of the schools. I'm going to say 
this publicly: It really disappoints me 
how companies like General Motors ... 
and Northwest Airlines ... and [other] big 
companies in our town really haven't 
dug into their pockets and given much at 
all ce 

"You know," Wadsworth continued, 
"these companies come here, month 
after month and year after year, and 
they tell us the same thing ... 'We really 
want to get involved with your town.’ 
But, they really don't. They wantto build, 
get rich, and run away." 

Wadsworth thanked Camilleri for 
her efforts, saying, "This young lady 
from the high school is afine example of 
people in our town that care about our 
town. ... Kristina, | really appreciate what 
you're doing."

Woodson Named District me 


The Romulus Community Schools 
has selected Mark Woodson as the dis- 
trict's new athletic director. Woodson — 
whose appointment will become effec- 
tive on July 1, 2004 — will succeed 
current AD Jesse Meriweather, who is 
retiring. 

"Woodson has a distinguished 
record in athletics," said Dick Kruse, the 
district's director of public relations. "He 
played collegiate football at Wayne State 
University, and played professionally 
for the Toronto Argonauts and the Or- 
lando Renegade. His collegiate football 
coaching resume includes assistant 
coaching assignments at Eastern Michi- 
gan University and the University of 
Michigan, as wellas summer camp work 
at Northwestern University. 

"Woodson also comes to his new 
position with prep experience as an 
assistant football/JV basketball coach 
at Robichaud High School and a five- 
year career as head coach of the Romu- 
lus Eagles," Kruse continued.

Check It Out at the Library 


The Romulus Public Library has a 
number of specialized collections for 
readers' enjoyment. Among the most 
notable is the McNaughton collection, 
an assortment of leased books that are 
ordered months before publication and 
that are often available concurrently with 
the books' first appearance in stores. 

The Romulus Library receives six 
to eight new McNaughton titles each 
month. Depending upon their popular- 
ity, the books remain at the library for 
various lengths of time before being 
returned. Made up of both fictional and 
nonfictional selections, the McNaughton 
collection is shelved within the New 
Books area of the library in Aisle F. The 
books are easily recognized by the green 
MCN label on each one. 

The library's current McNaughton 
selection includes the following books. 
Baby ER by Edward Humes 

Not many years ago, a baby born 
too early or too small usually died. Now, 
thanks to advances in medical science, 
even very tiny babies not only survive 
but often go home in their car seats to 
live normal, healthy lives. 

This nonfiction book tells the fasci- 
nating stories of extraordinary healers, 
extraordinary babies, and extraordinary 
parents in the Neonatal Intensive Care 
Unit of California's Long Beach Memo- 
rial Hospital. Although the wonders of 
technology andskillare clearly explained 
in terms that a layperson can under- 
stand, it is the individual stories of the 
babies, their families, and the incredible 
love and courage involved that grab a 
reader. 

Of course, some of these precious, 
fragile children will not make it, and 
others will be left with permanent dam- 
age and handicaps. Edward Humes 
does an excellent job of exploring not 
only the day-to-day reality of neonatol- 
ogy, but the difficult ethical, moral, and 
financial questions involved in deciding 
how far healers should go in trying to 
save these small lives. 

Feathers Brush My Heart by Sinclair 
Browning 

Around an Arizona campfire, the 
author told a story to her women friends. 
After her mother died, Sinclair Brown- 
ing began to find white feathers in un- 
likely places. She believed they were 
messages of love from her mother, a 
once aspiring actress who did diaphragm 
exercises by blowing a white feather 
into the air and repeating the words, "| 
love you." 

When the author finished her story, 
she discovered that many of her friends 
had similar stories of their own to tell, 
She began collecting the stories from 
women of many backgrounds and be- 
liefs. This nonfiction book relates sto- 
ries of mother-daughter relationships 
that are strong enough to transcend 
even death. 


Rush Home Road by Lori Lansens 

Addy Shadd is a tough old woman 
when she takes in the abused five-year- 
old left on the doorstep of her house 
trailer. As the two begin to form a strong 
relationship, Addy discovers that the 
child's presence brings up memories of 
her own past. 

Addy recalls the Canadian town of 
her youth andits history of fugitive slaves 
inthe 1800s. She remembers her bitter- 
sweet childhood, the special cake with 
candy rosebuds that she made for her 
daughter's birthday, the people who in- 
fluenced her life, and many episodes in 
her past. As these memories return to 
Addy, she starts to make sense of her 
long and often hard life, and find the 
forgiveness she needs to finally make 
the journey home again. 

Single Life by Nina Solomon 

Grace's husband is prone to disap- 
pearing for days at a time — but, this 
time, his absence is prolonged. Grace 
deals with it by pretending he Is still 
there and using subterfuge to fool her 
parents, the housekeeper, and her 
friends. Her efforts to make it appear as 
ifher husband is still there are inventive 
and shot through with humor. 

Although Grace does a great job of 
keeping up the pretense of marriage, it 
is not easy. Her life starts to spin out of 
control as she begins to realize that she 
is fooling herself most of all. She begins 
to face the fact that neither her husband 
nor her marriage is what she believed it 
to be. 

Yukon Alone by John Balzer 

This is a nonfiction account of one 
of the toughest adventure races in the 
world: the Yukon Quest International 
Sled Dog Race. The trail covers over a 
thousand miles of frozen rivers, icy 
mountain passes, and spruce forests in 
Alaska and the Canadian Yukon. Itis a 
test of the skill and stamina of the men 
and women racers as well as the dogs 
in their.teams. 

Balzer lived, trained, and caroused 
with these intrepid participants for 
months before the race. The result is a 
day-to-day account that not only de- 
scribes the work and the passion in- 
volved in the race, but offers insights 
into the bonds of trust and understand- 
ing between the mushers and the ma- 
jestic dogs who are the true heroes of 
the race. Balzer describes some of the 
colorful personalities who have aban- 
doned the comforts of the Lower 48 to 
live out life at a distant edge of the North 
American frontier.
